REPORT on tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS ano MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
in SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER eEnpinG 31st Marcu 1916. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 27,371 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the first quarter of the year 1916. These births are 1782 more than 
registered in the previous quarter, but are 3637 less than registered in the 
first quarter of the previous year, 3123 less than the mean of the 
numbers registered in the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 
3854 less than the mean of those registered in the first quarter of the 
preceding ten years. The births of this quarter are fewer than those of 
all first quarters since 1863. In the year 1900 the births of the first 
quarter numbered 33,134, and compared with that number those of this 
quarter are 5763 or 17°4 per cent. less. 

The birth-rate of the quarter was 22°8 per thousand. It is 1°6 more 
than that of the previous quarter, but is 3°5 less than that of the first 
quarter of the previous year, 3:2 less than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 4°0 less than the mean of those 
of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. In 1876 the birth-rate 
of the first quarter was 36:4 per thousand, and compared with that figure 
the birth-rate of this quarter is 13°6, or 37'4 per cent. less. 

Of the 27,371 children whose births were registered 14,103 were male, 
and 13,268 were female, the ratio of males to females being 1063 to 
100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 104°2 to 100, and in the 
first quarter of the previous year it was 107°4 to 100. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
25°9 in the South-Western, and 22:1 in the West-Midland, to 17:0 in the 
North-Western, and 17:1in the Northern. In the North-Eastern this rate . 
was 21°7;-in the East-Midland, 20°5; in the South-Eastern 19-9; and in 
the Southern, 19:2. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
28°2 in Linlithgow, 26:4 in Lanark, 24°7 in Ayr, 24:5 in Renfrew, and 
24°3 in Dumbarton, to 13°3 in Selkirk, 13°7 in Sutherland, 13°8 in 
Bute, 14°8 in Shetland, and 14:9 in Peebles. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the quarter 
was 23°4; in the smaller burghs, 21:8; and in the county, or extraburghal, 
districts, 22°5. Compared with the birth-rate of the first quarter of last 
year, that of the larger burghs is 3:3 less, that of the smaller burghs 
is 4:2 less, and that of the county districts is 3°5 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly birth-rate 
ranged from 33:1 in Motherwell, 28:6 in Greenock, and 27-7 in Clydebank, 
to 17°3 in Edinburgh, 17°6 in Perth, and 19°1 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow 
this rate was 25-4; in Dundee, 21:4: and in Aberdeen, 21:3. 

In the smaller burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30;000 the 
quarterly birth-rate varied from 36:4 in Wishaw, 33°5 in Port Glasgow, 
33°3 In Irvine, and 29-0 in Airdrie, to 11°9 in Galashiels, 17°7 in Forfar, 
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Tasie I,—Brrtus, ILueaitimaTe Birtus, DEaTHs, and Marriages in SCOTLAND; and 
in the Divisions of the Counties during the Quarter ending 31st March 1916, with 
relative rates ; also Infantile Mortality.

18-0 in Fraserburgh, 18°4 in Hawick, and 18°83 in Grangemouth. There are 
27 of these burghs. In 3 of them the birth-rate exceeded 30 per thousand ; 
in 8 it was more than 25 but less than 30; in 10 more than 20 but less than 
25;in 5 more than 15 but less than 20; and in 1 it was less than 15. 

In the county districts with population of more than 10,000 the birth- 
‘rate of the quarter ranged from 32°9 in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, 
32°1 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, and 31'1 in Middle Ward District 
of Lanark, to .13°5 in Lews District of Ross and Cromarty, 13°6 in County 
District of Sutherland, and 13:9 in Western District of Perth. There are 
51 of these districts. In 3 this rate exceeded 30 per thousand ; in 8 it was 
more than 23 but less than 30; in 20 more than 20 but less than 25: 
in 16 more than 15 but less than 20; and in 4 it was less than 15. 

Of the 27,371 children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
25,453, or 93:0 per cent., were legitimate, while 1918, or 70 per cent., 
were illegitimate. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter 
the legitimate children are 1552 more, and the illegitimate children are 
229 more, but compared with the returns of the first quarter of last year 
the legitimate children are 3329 fewer, and the illegitimate children are 
308 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the quarter is 0:4 more than that of 
the previous quarter, but 0:2 less than that of the first quarter of last year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter 

ranged from 13°5 per cent.in the Southern, and 13-0 in the North-Eastern, 
to 43 in the West-Midland, and 5°7 in the South-Western. In the 
North-Western it was 9:0; in the Northern, 8°5; in the Kast-Midland, 7°6.; 
and in the South-Eastern, 6°8. 
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In the counties, burghs included, the illegitimate rate varied from 16°5 
per cent. in Banff, 14-7 in Wigtown, 14.5 in Dumfries, and 14-0 in Kirkeud- 
bright, to 2°5 in Dumbarton, 3:1 in Shetland, and 4°8 in Sutherland, Nairn 
and Renfrew. In 1 county this rate exceeded 15 per cent.; in 13 it was 
more than 10 but less than 14; in 14 more than 5 but less than 10; and 
in 5, less than 5. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 66 per cent. ; 
in the smaller burghs, 6°7; and in the county, or extraburghal districts, 
7:9 per cent. Compared with the rate of the first quarter of last year, 
that of the larger burghs is 0°3 more, but that of the smaller burghs is 0°5 
less, and that of the county districts is 0-7 less. 

In the larger burghs the illegitimate rate of the quarter varied from 
9:9 in Aberdeen, 9°7 in Dundee, 95 in Hamilton, and 9-4 in Perth, to 2°3 
in Motherwell, 2°9 in Clydebank, 3°5 in Falkirk, and 3°7 in Kilmarnock. 
In Glasgow this rate was 5:9, and in Edinburgh, 8°5. 

In the smaller burghs with population of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate 
varied from 159 in Forfar, 14:1 in Peterhead, 13°2 in Dumfries, and 
12:0 in Inverness, to 1:0 in Musselburgh, 1°9 in Cowdenbeath, 2°1 in 
Grangemouth, and 2°2 in Dumbarton. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate varied 
from 27:1 in Keith District of Banff, 21:7 in Rhins District of Wigtown, 
20:0 in Annan District of Dumfries, and 18°6 in Cupar District of Fife, 
to 0 in Lorn District of Argyll, 0°9 in Lower District of Renfrew, 1:7 
in County District of Clackmannan, and 2:1 in Eastern District of 
Dumbarton. | | 

The average number of births registered daily in January was 293; 
in February, 291; and in March, 318. The Scottish birth-rate for January 
was 22:2; for February, 22:1; and for March, 24:1. 

The birth-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 21:6 
per thousand, which is 1:2 less than the Scottish rate. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered,in Scotland during the quarter numbered 8602. 
They are 783 fewer than registered in the previous quarter, but are 
609 more than registered in the first quarter of last year, 959 more 
than the mean of the numbers registered in the first quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 1121 more than the mean of those revistered in the 
first quarters of the preceding ten years. The marriages registered in this 
quarter are more than those in all previous first quarters with the 
exception of that of the year 1914, when they numbered 8631, or 29 more 
than in this quarter. 

The marriage-rate of the quarter was 7°2 per thousand. It is 0-6 
less than that of the previous quarter, but 0-4 more than that of the 
first quarter of last year, 0°7 more than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 0°8 more than the mean of those 
of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is larger than all 
first quarterly Scottish marriage-rates since 1876 with the exception of that 
of 1882, which was the same, and that of 1914, which was 7-4. 

In the counties, burghs included, the marriage-rate ranged from 8:7 
in Midlothian, 8°6 in Lanark, 7°9 in Forfar, and 7°4 in Aberdeen, to 2:0 
in Sutherland, 3:2 in Kincardine, 3°6 in Peebles, and 3°9 in Argyll and in 
Kirkcudbright. 
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In the larger burghs this rate varied from 10-4 in Kdinburgh, 9:9 
in Aberdeen, 9°7 in Perth, and 9°5 in Glasgow, to 5:9 in Clydebank, 6°3 
in Falkirk, 6°6 in Hamilton, and 6:8 in Leith. | 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the marriage-rate of the quarter 
was 9°1; in the smaller burghs, 6°7; and in the county, or extraburghal, 
districts, 4:4. Compared with the marriage-rate of the first quarter of last 
year, that of the larger burghs is 0°7 more; of the smaller burghs, 01 
more; and of the county districts, 0°l more. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in Scotland in January 
was 133; in February, 80; and in March, 70. The marriage-rate in January 
was 10:1; in February, 6:0; and in March, 5°3. * 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 19,517. 
This number is 787 less than that of the previous quarter, 5464 less than 
that of the first quarter of last year, 1957 less than the mean of those of 
the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 2139 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. Since 1871 the deaths of 
first quarter have numbered less than 20,000 only six times, and the six years 
in which this occurred were 1882, 1884, 1889, 1896, 1911, and the present 
year, 1916. 

The death-rate of the quarter was 16°3 per thousand. It is 0°5 less 
than that of the previous quarter, 4:9 less than that of the first quarter 
of last year, 2°0 less than the mean of those of the first quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 2.3 less than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest first quarter Scottish 
fea? yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of 1911, which was 
i: . 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly death-rate varied 
from 19'1 in the Northern, 18°3 in Southern, and 18:0 in the North- 
Western, to 15°2 in the South-Eastern, and 15:4 in the West-Midland. 
In the North-Eastern this rate was 16°7; in the South-Western, 16:3; 
and in the East-Midland, 16:2 

In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate of the quarter 
varied from 24°5 in Orkney, 21°9 in Shetland, and 20:0 in Dumfries, to 
12°7 in Peebles, 13:2 in Linlithgow, 13°6 in Selkirk, and 13°8 in Berwick. 
In 3 counties the death-rate was more than 20; in 22 it was more than 15 
but less than 20; and in 8, less than 15. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate 
was 165; in the smaller burghs, 17-1; and in the county districts, 15°3. 
Compared with the rate of the first quarter of last year, the death-rate in 
the larger burghs is 5:7 less, that of the smaller burghs is 45 less, and 
that of the county districts is 3-7 less.

In the smaller burghs with population of from 10,000, to 30,000 
the death-rate of the quarter varied from 26°9 in Dumfries, 25:2 in 
Inverness, 20°9 in Forfar, 20-6 in Port-Glasgow, and 20:5 in Airdrie, to 
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10°2 in Cowdenbeath, 10°6 in Rutherglen, 11:0 in Buckhaven Methil and 
Innerleven, and 12:9 in Grangemouth. 

In the county, or extraburghal, districts with populations of more than 
10,000 the death-rate varied from 23°3 in Mainland District of Shetland, 
23°2 in Central District of Perth, 22°5 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and 
Cromarty, and 20°2 in Skye District of Inverness, to 9°8 in Linlithgow 
District of Linlithgow, 9°8 in St. Andrews District of Fife, 10-1 in Lower 
Ward District of Lanark, and 10:2 in Central District of Stirling. 

The death-rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 15:8, which is 
0°5 less than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 19,517 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter 
4855, or 249 per cent., were less than five years old, 8292, or 42°5 
per cent., were more than five but less than sixty-five; and 6368, or 32°6 
per cent., were more than sixty-five. In 2 instances the age at death 
was notascertainable. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter, 
deaths under five are 558 fewer; between five and sixty-five, 141 fewer; 
and over sixty-five, 81 fewer. Compared with the first quarter of last year, 
deaths under five are 2885 fewer ; between five and sixty-five, 1198 fewer; 
and over sixty-five, 1374 fewer. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2905. They are 
470 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 1937 fewer than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. Births registered during the quarter 
numbered 27,371, and these deaths are thus equal to an infantile mortality 
rate of 106 per thousand registered births. This rate is 26 less than that 
of the previous quarter, and £0 less than that of the corresponding quarter 
of last year. 

In the divisions of the counties the infantile mortality rate of the 
quarter ranged from 121 in the North-Eastern, and 110 in the South- 
Eastern, to 65 in the Northern, and 95 in the North-Western. In the 
South-Western Division this rate was 106; in the Southern, 103 ; in the 
East-Midland, 102 ; and in the West-Midland, 102. 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 162 in 
Banff, 160 in Berwick, 148 in Peebles, and 143 in Haddington, to 26 
in Kinross, 31 in Shetland, and 32 in Sutherland. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 110 per thousand 
births; in the smaller burghs, 114; and in the county districts, 94. 
Compared with the rate of the previous quarter, that of the larger burghs ° 
is 42 less; of the smaller burghs, 11 less; and of the county districts, 
9 less. Compared with the rate of the first quarter of last year, that 
of the larger burghs is 59 less; of the smaller burghs, 50 less; and of the 
county districts, 37 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter varied from 177 in Coatbridge, 154 in Greenock, 139 in 
Aberdeen, and 130 in Paisley, to 64 in Leith, 65 in Ayr, 69 in Perth, 82 
in Hamilton, and 86 in Motherwell. In Glasgow this rate was 105; in 
Edinburgh, 115; and in Dundee, 118. 

In the smaller burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000, 
the infantile mortality rate of the quarter varied from 235 in Borrowstoun- 
ness, 222 in Inverness, 183 in Peterhead, and 172 in Airdrie, to 41 in 
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Montrose, 51 in Musselburgh, 54 in Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven, 
6-0 in Johnstone, and 6°3 in Grangemouth and in Fraserburgh. 

In the county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 203 in Keith District of Banff, 179 in Ellon District of 
Aberdeen, 172 in Forfar District of Forfar, 153 in Western District of 
Haddington, and 150 in Calder District of Midlothian, to 0 in Central District 
of Perth, 23 in Lorn District of Argyll, 52 in Mainland District of Shetland, 
33 in County District of Sutherland, and 34 in County District of 
Clackmannan. 

The infantile mortality rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 
108 per thousand births, which is 2 above the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 19,517 deaths registered during the quarter, 1550, or 7-9 per 
cent., were attributed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 36 from enteric fever, 593 from measles, 203 from scarlet 
fever, 167 from whooping-cough, 298 from diphtheria, and 253 from the 
diarrhoeas of chilhood. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter, 
deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood are 284 fewer, from scarlet fever 
113 fewer, and from enteric fever 5 fewer; but those from diphtheria are 28 
more, from whooping-cough 50 more, and from measles 90 more. 

The quarterly death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases taken 
collectively was 13 per thousand, which is 0:2 less than in the previous 
quarter, and 0°9 less than in the first quarter of last year. The 
quarterly death-rate from enteric fever was 3 per 100,000; from measles, 
49; from scarlet fever, 17; from whooping-cough, 14; from diphtheria, 25; 
and from the diarrhceas of childhood, 21. 

In the larger burghs the quarterly epidemic diseases death-rate ranged 
from 73 in Coatbridge, 3°8 in Greenock, 2°7 in Kilmarnock, and 2°6 in 
Paisley, to 0°3 in Leith, 0°8 in Clydebank, 0°9 in Falkirk, and 0°9 in 
Dundee. In Glasgow this rate was 14; in Edinburgh, 1:2; and in 
Aberdeen 13. The relatively high death-rates from these causes in Coat- 
bridge, Greenock and Kilmarnock were associated with a prevalence of 
measles, while that in Paisley is attributable to diphtheria. 

In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate varied from 2°4 in Renfrew, 1°7 in Lanark, and 1°6 in Inverness, 
to 0 in Sutherland and in Nairn, and 0:2 in Argyll and in Bute. 
ee In smaller burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
principal epidemic diseases death-rate was relatively high in Airdrie, 5:5 ; 

in Port-Glasgow, 4:2; in Inverness, 2°9; in Johnstone, 2°7; and in 
Forfar, 2:0. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate was 
relatively high in Thornhill District of Dumfries, 2:1; in Kilmarnock 
District of Ayr, 2°0; in Upper Ward District of Lanark, 1:9; in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, 1°8; and in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, 1°8. 

Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the foregoing included 
97 from influenza (uncomplicated), 3 from dysentery, 38 from ervsipelas, 
and 77 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, No deaths from either small-pox 
or typhus fever weré registered in Scotland during the quarter. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 2032, and 
constituted 10:4 per cent. of all registered. These deaths collectively are 
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208 more than in the previous quarter, but 44 fewer than in the first 
quarter of last year. They are equal to an annual death-rate of 170 per 
100,000, which is 19 more than in the previous quarter, but 6 less than 
in the first quarter of last year. Of these deaths 1362 were attributed to 
phthisis, 260 to tuberculous meningitis, 193 to abdominal tuberculosis, and 
217 to other or unspecified form of tuberculous disease. Compared with the 
returns of the previous quarter, deaths from phthisis are 116 more, from 
tuberculous meningitis 33 more, from abdominal tuberculosis 39 more, and 
from other or unspecified forms of tuberculosis 20 more. Compared with 
the returns of the first quarter of last year, deaths from phthisis are 89 
fewer, but those from tuberculous meningitis are 25 more, from abdominal! 
tuberculosis 9 more, and from other or unspecified forms of tuberculous 
disease 11 more. The quarterly death-rate from phthisis was 114 per 
100,000; from tuberculous meningitis, 22; from abdominal tuberculosis, 
16; and from other or unspecified forms of tuberculous disease, 18. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1298, constituted 6°7 of the 
total, and equal an annual death-rate of 108 per 100,000. These deaths are 
14 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 44 more than in the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year. 

Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1258, and from heart disease, 1942, 
the former being of the same number as in the previous quarter, while the 
latter are 12 fewer. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1548, constituted 7:9 per cent. of 
the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 129 per 100,000. They number 
333 le:s than in the previous quarter, and 1335 less than in the first. 
quarter of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1404, constituted 
72 per cent. of the total, and equal a death-rate of 117 per 100,000. 
They are 509 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 1346 fewer than 
in the first quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
195; they are 16 more than in the previous quarter, but 6 fewer than in the 
first quarter of last year. Registered births during the quarter numbered 
27,371, and thus these deaths equal a death-rate of 7:1 per 1000 births, 
which rate is 0:1 higher than in the previous quarter, and 0°6 higher 
than in the first quarter of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 849, constituted 44 per 

cent. of the total, and equal a‘death-rate of 71 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 15 less than in the previous quarter, and 25 less than in the 
first quarter of last year. Of these deaths 40 were attributed to suicide, 
3 to homicide, 10 to war injuries, and 796 to accident. 

Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 359, and 
those of which the cause was not specified or merely described as “ natural 
causes’ numbered 128. The former included 242 ascribed to heart failure, 
63 to syncope, 9 to “sudden death,” 6 to dropsy, 4 to teething, and 35 others.

REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER eEnpine 30TH June 1916. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 29,928 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the second quarter of the year 1916. These births are 2557 more than 
registered in the previous quarter, but 881 less than registered in the 
second quarter of the previous year, 2306 less than the mean of the 
numbers registered in the second quarters of the preceding five years, and 
3546 less than the mean of those registered in the second quarters of the 
preceding ten years. The births of this quarter are fewer than those of 
all second quarters since 1869. In the year 1903 the births of the second 
quarter attained a maximum of 36,377, and compared with that number 
those of this year are 6449, or 17-7 per cent., fewer. 

The birth-rate of the quarter was 25:0 per thousand. It is 2°2 more 
than that of the previous quarter, but is 0°8 less than that of the second 
quarter of last year, 2°3 less than the mean of those of the second 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 3:6 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding ten years. In 1861 the birth-rate of the second quarter 
was 38:0, and compared with it that of this quarter is 13:0, or 34:2 per 
cent, less. 

Of the 29,928 children whose births were registered 15,378 were male, 
and 14,550 were female, the ratio of males to females being 105-7 to 
160. In the previous quarter this ratio was’ 104:2 to 100, and in the 
second quarter of last year it was 103°0 to 100. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate ranged from 28-0 in 
the South-Western, 24°3 in the West-Midland, and 23°5 in the North- 
Eastern, to 17°9 in the Northern, and 18:1 in the North-Western. In the 
South-Eastern it was 22°7; in the East-Midland, 226; and in the 
Southern, 22°3. , 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
32°3 in Linlithgow, 28°5 in Lanark, 28-4 in Dumbarton, and 27:0 in 
Renfrew, to 14:3 in Bute, 14:5 in Shetland, 15:0 in Selkirk, 15:9 in 
Sutherland, 16°5 in Ross and Cromarty, and 17°5 in Argyll. 

In burghs with populations of more than 30,000 this rate ranged 

from 341 in Hamilton, 32:1 in Clydebank, 31:7 in Greenock, and 31°5 
in Motherwell, to 19°6 in Edinburgh, 21'1 in Perth, 221 in Ayr, 22°3 in 
Kirkcaldy and 22:9 in Dundee. In Glasgow this rate was 27:0, and in 
Aberdeen, 23:0. 
. In burghs with populations of from 10,000 to 30,000 this rate varied 
from 38°7 in Wishaw, 33°5 in Port-Glasgow, 321 in Renfrew, and 31:2 
in Airdrie, to 153 in Forfar, 16'4 in Galashiels, 18°7 in Arbroath, and 
191 in Montrose. In 4 of them this rate exceeded 30 per thousand; in 
11 it was more than 25 but less than 30; in 8 more than 20 but less than 
25; and in 4 it was less than 20. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the quarterly

Bathgate District of Linlithgow, 35°5 in Middle Ward District of Lanark, 
and 32:0 in Ellon District of Aberdeen, to 10°7 in Lews District of Ross 
and Cromarty, 13:2 in County District of Sutherland, 13°7 in Mainland 
District of Shetland, 16°0 in St. Andrews District of Fife, and 16°6 in 
Aberdeen District of Aberdeen. -In 7 of these districts this rate exceeded 
30 per thousand; in 16 it was more than 25 but less than 30; in 17 more 
than 20 but less than 25; in 8 more than 15 but less than 20; and in 3 
it was less than 15. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 25:4; in the 
smalier burghs, 24:0; and in the county, or extraburghal districts, 24:9. 
Compared with the rate of the first quarter that of the larger burghs is 
2°0 more, of the smaller burghs, 2°2 more, and of the county districts 24 
more. Compared with the rate of the second quarter of last year that of 
the larger burghs is 0°6 less, of the smaller burghs, 13 leas, and of the 
county districts, 10 less. 

Of the 29,928 children whose births were registered, 27,949, or 93-4 
per cent., were legitimate, while 1979, or 6°6 per cent., were illegitimate. 
Compared with the returns of the previous quarter the legitimate children 
are 2496 more, and the illegitimate children are 61 more. Compared 
with the returns of the second quarter of last year the legitimate children 
are 701 fewer, and the illegitimate children are 180 fewer. The illegiti- 
mate rate of the quarter is 0-4 less than that of the previous quarter, and 
the same amount less than that of the second quarter of last year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties this rate varied from 11°5 in the 
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North-Eastern, 11:1 in the Southern, and 9°9 in the Northern, to 4°8 in the 
West-Midland, and 5:2 in the South-Western. In the South-Eastern it 
was 7°6; in the North-Western, 7-2; and in the Kast-Midland, 7'1. | 

In the counties, burghs included, the illegitimate rate ranged from 16°2 
per cent. in Wigtown, 12°3 in Aberdeen, 120 in Banff, and 11°6 in Rox- 
burgh, to 2:2 in Dumbarton, 3°3 in Bute, 5:0 in Lanark, and 5°3 in Kinross, 
in Linlithgow, and in Renfrew. In 10 counties this rate exceeded 10 per 
cent.; in 21 it was more than 9 but less than 10 per cent., while in 2 it 

was less than 5 per cent. 

In burghs with populations of more than 30,000 the illegitimate rate 
of the quarter varied from 10°5 per cent. in Aberdeen, 10:0 in Perth, &°8 
in Falkirk, and 8°6 in Edinburgh, to 1°9 in Clydebank, 2:1 in Motherwell, 
and 2°7 in Hamilton. 

In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate varied from 
13:4 in Alloa, 11°8 in Hawick, 10:7 in Stirling, and 10°5 in Forfar, to 1°4 in 
Irvine, 2°2 in Montrose, 2°5 in Rutherglen, and 2°6 in Port-Glasgow. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
varied from 20:2 per cent. in Rhins District of Wigtown, 19:1 in Turriff 
District of Aberdeen, and 18°5 in Aberdeen District of Aberdeen and in 
Keith District of Banff, to 0°6 in Eastern District of Dumbarton, 1°‘2 in 
Western District of Dumbarton, 2:0 in Skye District of Inverness, and 
2‘5 in Lower District of Renfrew. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly illegitimate rate 
was 64; in the smaller burghs, 6°5; and in the county districts, 7-0.

MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter in Scotland numbered 7633. 
They are 969 fewer than registered in the first quarter, 1611 fewer 
than registered in the second quarter of last year, 1089 less than the 
mean of the numbers registered in the second quarters of the preceding 
five years, and 976 less than the mean of those of the second quarters of the 
preceding ten years. It is the smallest number of marriages registered in 
any second quarter since 1895. 

The marriage-rate of the quarter was 64 per thousand. It is 0°8 
less than that of the previous quarter, 1'4 less than that of the second 
quarter of last year, 1-0 less than the mean of those of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years, and the same amount less than the mean of 
those of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. It is lower than 
all Scottish second quarter marriage-rates since 1889. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate ranged 
from 8°4 in Edinburgh, 7°5 in Orkney, 7°3 in Lanark, and 7:1 in Aberdeen, 
to 17 in Sutherland, 2:9 in Shetland, 3°3 in Argyll, and 3°6 in 
Clackmannan. 

In the larger burghs this rate varied from 10:2 in Edinburgh, 10:0 
in Perth, Jl in Aberdeen, and 8:4 in Glasgow, to 3°8 in Clydebank, 3°9 
in Kirkealdy, and 5:1 in Hamilton. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 7:9; in the smaller 
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burghs, 6-2; and in the county districts, 4:1. Compared with the rate of 
the second quarter of last year, that of the larger burghs is 1°9 less, that 
of the smaller burghs is 12 less, and that of the county districts 1s 0°7 less. 

The average number of marriages registered in Scotland daily in April 
was 82;in May, 56; and in June, 115. The monthly marriage-rate in 
April was 6:2; in May, 4:2; and in June, 8°7. Last year these three 
monthly marriage-rates were 7°3, 4°6, and 11°5. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 18,261. 
They number 1256 less than in the previous quarter, 2153 less than in the 
second quarter of last year, 236 less than the mean of the numbers of 
the second quarters of the five preceding years, and 587 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. 

The death-rate of the quarter was 15°2 per thousand. It is 1:1 less 
than that of the previous quarter, 1°9 less than that of the second quarter 
of last year, 0:4 less than the mean of those of the second quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 0°9 less than the mean of those of the second 
quarters of the preceding ten years. It is lower than the death-rates of 
all preceding second quarters with the exception of those of the years 

1911 and 1912. 
In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly death-rate varied 
from 19:2 in the North-Western, 17:1 in the Southern, and 16°6 in the 
Northern, to 13°6 in the North-Eastern, and 14°5 in the EKast-Midland. 
In the South-Western Division this rate was 15°4; in the West-Midland, 
14°8 ; and in the South-Eastern, 14°8. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied from 
22'1 in Orkney, 21°8 in Kinross, and 19:2 in Inverness and in Ross and 
Cromarty, to 12:0 in Linlithgow, 12:1 in Kincardine, 124 in Haddington, 
and 12°6 in Fife. In 2 counties this rate exceeded 20 per thousand, in 18 
it was more than 15 but less than 20, and in 13 it was more than 10 but 
less than 15. : 

In the larger burghs the quarterly death-rate ranged from 17°5 in 
in Greenock, 16°6 in Perth, 16°4 in Ayr, and 15:9 in Paisley, to 1071 in 
Clydebank, 12:2 in Falkirk, 12°9 in Kirkcaldy, and 13:1 in Motherwell. 
In Glasgow this rate was 15°6; in Edinburgh, 15°6; in Dundee, 15:3; 
and in Aberdeen,-14°3. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 24:1 in Montrose, 22°6 in Inverness, 22:3 in Irvine, and 
21°7 in Stirling, to 3:2 in Cowdenbeath, 9:4 in Grangemouth, 9°6 in 
Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven, and 10:2 in Borrowstounness. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this quarterly 
rate varied from 21°38 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 21-7 in 
Kaster-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 21:2 in Skye District of 
Inverness, and 20°38 in Highland District of Perth, to 9°6 in Aberdeen 
District of Aberdeen, 96 in Kirkcaldy District of Fife, 10-1 in Keith 
District of Banff, and 10-9 in Lower District of Renfrew. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate was 
15'2; in the smaller burghs, 15-9; and in the county districts, 14:6. 
Compared with the corresponding rate of the second quarter of last year, 


that of the larger burghs is 3:1 less, that of the smaller burghs is 1:0 less, 
and that of the county districts is 0°6 leas. 
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The average number of deaths registered in Scotland daily in .April 
was 6729, in May, 6268, and in June, 5264. The monthly death-rate in 
April was 17:0, which is 2°0 less than in the previous April, in May, 
15:3, which is 1°5 less than in the previous May, and in June, 13°3, which 
is 2°3 less than in the previous June. | 

The quarterly death-rate in England andin Wales was 14:0 per thousand, 
which is 1:2 less than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 

Of the 18,261 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
_ quarter, 4504, or 24:7 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old, 7861, or 43:0 per cent., were persons of between five and sixty-five 
years old, and 5876, or 32:2 per cent., were of persons of over sixty-five. 
In 20 instances the age at death was not recorded in the registers. 
These last were mostly deaths from drowning. Compared with the 
returns of the previous quarter, deaths among children of less than five 
years old are 351 fewer; among persons of from five to sixty-five, 431 
fewer; and of persons of over sixty-five, 492 fewer. Compared with the 
returns of the second quarter of last year, deaths of children of under five 
are 1582 fewer, and those of persons of from five to sixty-five, are 607 
fewer, but those of persons of over sixty-five, are 21 more. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2558. They are 
347 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 985 fewer than in the 
second quarter of last year. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate 
of 85 per thousand registered births. This rate is 21 less than that of 
the previous quarter, and 30 less than that of the second quarter of last 
year. 

In the counties the infantile mortality rate of the quarter ranged from 
135 in Selkirk, 116 in Peebles, and 104 in Inverness, to 17 in Bute, 27 in 
Sutherland, 45 in Kirkcudbright, 47 in Argyll, and 48 in Kincardine and 
in Elgin. In 3 counties this rate was more than 100; in 11 more than 
80. but less than 100; in 7 more than 60 but less than 80; in 10 more 
than 40 but less than 60; and in 2 it was less than 40. 

In burghs with populations of more than 30,000 this rate varied 
from 114 in Kilmarnock, 111 in Aberdeen, 104 in Coatbridge, and 103 
in Paisley, to 71 in Clydebank, 74 in Leith, 76 in Ayr, and 78 in 
Falkirk. In Glasgow this rate was 97; in Edinburgh, 84; and in 
Dundee, 92. 

In burghs with populations of from 10,000 to 30,000, the quarterly 
infantile mortality rate varied from 142 in Inverness, 137 in Irvine, 134 
in Stirling, and 132 in Forfar, to 14 in Borrowstounness, 34 in Arbroath, 
and 49 in Cowdenbeath. 

In the county districts with populations of more than 10,000, this 
rate varied from 152 in Lews District of Ross and Cromarty, 143 in. 
Easter-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 140 in Western District of 
Stirling, and 127 in Suburban District of Midlothian, to 12 in the Rhins 
District of Wigtown, 22 in the Western District of Perth, and 33 in the 
Aberdeen District of Aberdeen, and in the County District of Clack- 
mannan. ) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 94; in the 
smaller burghs, 81; and in the county districts, 75. Compared with 
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the rate of the previous quarter, that of the larger burghs is 16 less ; 
that of the smaller burghs, is 33 less; and that of the county districts, 
is 19 less. Compared with the rate of the second quarter of last year, that 
of the larger burghs is 42 less; that of the smaller burghs, is 18 less; 
and that of the county districts, is 17 less. 

In England and Wales the infantile mortality rate of the quarter was 
81 per thousand, which is 4 less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 18,261 deaths registered during the quarter, 1460, or 8-0 per 
cent., were attributed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 27 from enteric fever, 600 from measles, 146 from scarlet 
fever, 282 from whooping-cough, 166 from diphtheria, and 239 from the 
diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous quarter, 
deaths from whooping-cough are 115 more, and those from measles are 57 
more, but those from enteric fever are 9 fewer, from the diarrhceas of child- 
hood 14 fewer, from scarlet fever 57 fewer, and from diphtheria 132 fewer. 

The quarterly principal epidemic diseases death-rate was 1:2 per thousand, 
which 1s 0-1 less than that of the previous quarter, and 0°9 less than that 
of the second quarter of last year. The quarterly death-rate from enteric 
fever was 2 per 100,000; from measles, 50; from scarlet fever, 12; from 
whooping-cough, 24; from diphtheria, 14; and from the diarrhceas of child- 
hood, 20. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate from the 
principal epidemic diseases varied from 2°1 per thousand in Dumbarton, 
aud 1°8 in Lanark and in Nairn, to 0 in Shetland and in Sutherland, and 
0-1 in Berwick and in Kirkcudbright. In burghs with populations of over 
31,000 this rate ranged from 2°3 in Coatbridge, and 2°2 in Paisley and in 
Kilmarnock, to 0°5 in Kirkealdy, 0°6 in Edinburgh, and 0:7 in Perth. In 
Glasgow this rate was 1°7; in Dundee, 0:9; and in Aberdeen, 1:0. In 
burghs with populations of from 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged from 
70 in Dumbarton, 4'1 in Stirling, and 4:0 in Kirkintilloch, to 0:0 in Bo'ness, 
0-2 in Musselburgh, 0°3 in Barrhead and in Galashiels, and 0:4 in Grange- 
mouth, in Alloa, in Arbroath, and in Forfar. In county districts with 
populations of over 10,000 this rate varied from 2°9 in Middle Ward District 
of Lanark, 2°7 in Kilmarnock District of Ayr, and 2:0 in Lasswade District of 
Midlothian, to 0 in nine of these districts. 

Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the foregoing included 
115 from influenza (uncomplicated), 2 from dysentery, 27 from erysipelas, 
73 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 1 from typhus fever. No deaths 
from small-pox were registered during the quarter. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 2273, and 
constituted 12-4 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter. These deaths 
collectively are 241 more than in the previous quarter, and 38 more than 
in the second quarter of last year, They are equal to an annual death- 
rate of 190 per 100,000, which is 20 more than in the previous quarter, 
and 2 more than in the second quarter of last year. Of these deaths 1553 
were attributed to phthisis, 260 to tuberculous meningitis, 218 to abdominal 
tuberculosis, and 242 to other or unspecified forms of tuberculous disease. 
Compared with the number registered in the previous quarter, deaths 
from phthisis are 191 more, and those from abdominal tuberculosis are 25 
more, but those from tuberculous meningitis are of the same number. 
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The death-rate from phthisis was 130 per 100,000; from tuberculous 
meningitis, 22; and from abdominal tuberculosis, 18. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1320, constituted 7:2 per cent. 
of the total, and equalled an annual death-rate of 110 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 22 more than in the previous quarter, and 48 more than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1159, and from heart oan 1836, 
the former being 99, and the latter 106 fewer than in the previous quarter. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1452, constituted 8-0 per cent. of 
the total, and equalled an annual death-rate of 121 per 100,000; they 
are 96 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 273 fewer than in the 
second quarter of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1137, 
constituted 6-2 per cent. of the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 95 
per 100,000. They are 267 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 99 
fewer than in the second quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and aceidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
146; they are 49 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 11 fewer than in 
the second quarter of last year. The registered births of the quarter 
numbered 29,928, and thus these deaths equal a death-rate of 4:9 per 
1000 registered births, which is 2°2 less than that of the previous quarter, 
and 0-2 less than that of the second quarter of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 761, constituted 4:2 per 

cent. of the total, and equal a death-rate of 63 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 88 less than in the previous quarter, and 78 less than in the 
second quarter of last year. Of them 59 were attributed to suicide, 2 to 
homicide, 49 to war injuries, and 651 to accidents. 
Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 411, while 
those of which the cause was not specified or only specified as due to 
natural causes numbered 125. The former included 189 ascribed to heart 
failure, 50 ascribed to syncope, 8 to sudden death, 5 to dropsy, 1 to teething, 
and 33 others,

REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS AnD MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1916. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 27,150 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the third quarter of the year 1916. These births are 2778 fewer than 
registered in the previous quarter, but 346 more than registered in the 
third quarter of the previous year. They are 2139 less than the mean of the 
numbers registered in the third quarters of the preceding five years, and 
3234 less than the mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding 
ten years. The births of this quarter are less than those of all third 
quarters since 1864, those of the third quarter of 1915 excepted. The 
number of births registered in a third quarter attained a maximum of 
33,565 in 1901, and compared with that number those of this quarter are 
6415, or 19°1 per cent. less. 

The birth-rate of the quarter was 22°4 per thousand. It is 0°2 more 
than that of the third quarter of last year, but is 2°6 less than that of the 
previous quarter, 2°1 less than the mean of those of the third quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 3:2 less than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the preceding ten years. In 1874 the third quarterly birth-rate 
attained a maximum of 35°3, and compared with it the birth-rate of this 
quarter is 12°9, or 36°5 per cent. less. 

Of the 27,150 children registered 14,035 were male, and 13,115 were 
female, the ratio of male to female children being 107:0 to 100. In the 
previous quarter this ratio was 105°7 to 100, and in the corresponding quarter 
of last year 104°6 to 100. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
25°2 in the South-Western, 21°8 in the North-Eastern, and 21°5 in the 
West-Midland, to 16°7 in the North-Western, 17:3 in the Northern, and 
19°7 in the South-Eastern. In the Southern Division this rate was 20:2, 
and in the East-Midland it was 19:9. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
26°5 in Linlithgow, 25:4 in Lanark, 25:1 in Renfrew, 25:1 in K‘ncardine, 
24°6 in Ayr, and 24°5 in Dumbarton, to 12°6 in Peebles, 13:0 in Selkirk, 
13°5 in Shetland, 15:4 in Argyll, 16:0 in Roxburgh, and 16°5 in Inverness. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 22°7; in the 
smaller burghs, 21:2; and in the county, or extraburghal districts, 22:7. 
Compared with the corresponding rate of the previous quarter, that of the 
larger burghs is 2°7 less, that of the smaller burghs is 2°8 less, and that of 
the county districts is 2°2 less. 

In the larger burghs, these with censal populations of more than 30,000, 
the quarterly birth-rate varied from 29:6 in Greenock, 28:9 in Clydebank, 
27°8 in Coatbridge, 27-4 in Motherwell, and 24:3 in Glasgow, to 16°8 in 
Edinburgh, 17-4 in Perth, 18:1 in Kirkcaldy, and 19°8 in Dundee. In 
Aberdeen this rate was 21°3, and in Paisley 21-7.

There 
are 51 county districts with populations of this amount; in 16 of them 
this rate was less than 20; in 23 it was more than 20 but less than 25; 
and in 12 it was 25 or more. 

Of the 27,150 children whose births were registered, 25,179, or 92°7 
per cent., were legitimate, while 1971, or 7:3 per cent., were illegitimate. 
Compared with the number r gistered in the previous quarter the legitimate 
chiidren are 2770 less, and the illegitimate children are 8 less. Compared 
with the number registered in the third quarter of last year, the legitimate 
children are 193 more, and the illegitimate children are 160 more. The 
illegitimate rate of the quarter, 7°3 per cent., is 0°7 more than that of the 
previous quaiter, and 0°5 more than that of the third quarter of last year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the illegitimate rate ranged from 12°38 
per cent. in the North-Eastern, and 9:7 per cent. in the North-Western and 
in the Southern, to 5:9 in the South- Western, 6°5 in the West-Midland, and 
6°6 in the Northern. In the East-Midland and in the South-Eastern this 
rate was 7°7.

MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 7762. 
They are 129 more than registered in the previous quarter, but are 1883 
fewer than registered in the third quarter of last year, 1288 less than the 
mean of the numbers of the third quarters of the preceding five years, and 
900 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, It is the 
smallest number of marriages registered in a third quarter since 1897. 

The marriage-rate of the quarter was 6°4 per thousand. It is the 
same as that of the previous quarter, but is 1°6 less than that of the third 
quarter of last year, 1-2 less than the mean of those of the third quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 0-9 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate ranged 
from 8°7 in Midlothian, 7°8 in Lanark, 7:4 in Clackmannan, and 6°6 in 
Renfrew and in Forfar, to 1:9 in Bute, 3:0 in Sutherland, 3:1 in Argyll, 
and 3°2 in Shetland and in Perwick. 

The quarterly marriage-rate in the larger burghs taken collectively was 
8:2; in the smaller burghs, 6:2; and in the county districts, 3:7. Compared 
with that of the third quarter of last year, that of the larger burghs is 2°6 
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less, that of the smaller burghs is 1'1 less, and that of the county districts 
is 0°3 less. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in July was 102; in 
August, 77; and in September, 73. The monthly marriage-rate in July 
was 7°83; in August, 59; and in September, 56. Last year these three 
marriage-rates were 10:1, 6:8, and 7'0 respectively. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 15,024. 
They are 3237 less than in the previous quarter, 905 less than in the third 
quarter of last year, 919 less than the mean of the numbers in the third 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 825 less than that of those of 
the preceding ten years. 

The death-rate of the quarter was 12-4 per thousand. It is 2°8 less 
than that of the previous quarter, 0°8 less than that of the corresponding 
quarter of last year, 09 less than the mean of those of the third quarters 
of the preceding five years, and the same amount less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest quarterly Scottish death- 
rate yet recorded.* 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly death-rate ranged 
from 15:0 in the Northern, 13:1 in the North-Western, and 12°7 in the 
Southern, to 11°6 in the North-Eastern, 11:8 in the South-Eastern, and 
11:9 in the East-Midland. In the South-Western it was 12°5; and in the 
West-Midland, 12:0. 

In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate varied from 17:0 in 
Orkney, 15°8 in Argyll, 15:4 in Shetland, 15°3 in Bute, and 14:9 in Caith- 
ness, to 7‘1 in Peebles, 9°5 in Linlithgow, 9:8 in Kincardine, 10:2 in Fife, 
and 10°3 in Berwick. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 12:6; in the 
smaller burghs, 12°2; and in the county districts, 11:8. Compared with 
the death-rate of the third quarter of last year, that of the larger burghs 
is 10 less, that of the smaller burghs 1:3 less; and that of the county 
districts 0°3 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied -from — 
14°4 in Greenock, 13:1 in Glasgow, 13-0 in Dundee, and 12°7 in Edinburgh, 
to 9°9 in Clydebank, 10°0 in Motherwell, 10:2 in Falkirk, and 10°6 in 
Hamilton. In Aberdeen this rate was 11:2, and in Paisley, 12:5. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly death-rate varied between 18:9 in Irvine, 17°8 in Inverness, 
16:1 in Stirling, 16:0 in Dumfries, and 15:3 in Port-Glasgow, to 69 in 
Cowdenbeath, 7:4 in Grangemouth, 7:6 in Borrowstounness, 7-9 in 
ean Methil and Innerleven, 8:7 in Peterhead, and 8:9 in Fraser- 

urgh. \ 

In the county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
varied from 18°6 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 17:9 in 
County District of Caithness, 16-6 in Annan District of Dumfries, 16-4 
in Mainland District of Shetland, and 15:3 in Rhins District of Wigtown, to 
76 in Lower Ward District of Lanark, 8:1 in Turriff District of Aberdeen,

The average number of deaths registered daily in July was 160; in 
August, 159; and in September, 171. 

The monthly death-rate in July was 12:1; in August, 12:1; and in 
September, 13°0. Compared with the corresponding rate of last year, the 
July death-rate is 1:8 less; the August death-rate is 0°5 less; and the 
September death-rate is 0:1 less. 

The quarterly death-rate in England and Wales was 11:2, which is 1:2 
less than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 15,024 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 3782, or 25:2 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old, 6659, or 44°3 per cent., were persons of more than five but less than 
sixty-five years old, and 4577, or 30°5 per cent., were persons of more 
than sixty-five. In 6 instances the age at death was not recorded. 
Compared with the number in the previous quarter, deaths of children 
of under five are 722 fewer; of persons of between five and sixty-five, 1202 
fewer; and of persons of over sixty-five, 1299 fewer. Compared with the 
number in the third quarter of last year, deaths under five are 544 fewer, 
and those at ages between five and sixty-five are 434 fewer, but those at 
ages over sixty-five are 71 more. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2425. They are 
133 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 259 fewer than in the 
third quarter of last year. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate 
of 89 per thousand registered births, which rate is 4 more than that of 
the previous quarter, but 11 less than that of the third quarter of last 
year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties this rate varied from 102 in the South- 
Western, and 86 in the Southern, to 62 in the North-Western, and 64 in 
the Northern. In the North-Eastern it was 80; in the West-Midland, 
80; in the East-Midland, 75 ; and in the South-Eastern, 75. 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 119 in Clack- 
mannan, 108 in Lanark, 107 in Duntfries, 96 in Elgin, and 93 in Ayr and in 
Orkney, to 34 in Shetland, 38 in Sutherland, 41 in Kincardine, 42 in Ross 
and Cromarty, and 50 in Berwick. 

In the larger burghs the infantile mortality rate ranged from 127 in 
Hamilton, 114 in Glasgow, 109 in Ayr, and 101 in Coatbridge, to 65 
in Leith and in Kilmarnock, 75 in Paisley, and 79 in Clydebank and in 
Motherwell. In Edinburgh this rate was 80; in Dundee, 96; and in 
Aberdeen, 95. 

In burghs with population of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate varied 
from 190 in Dumfries, 159 in Kirkintilloch, 145 in Stirling, 132 in 
Alloa, and 127 in Rutherglen, to 29 in Hawick, 31 in Montrose, 34 in 
Borrowstounness, 47 in Peterhead, and 56 in Barrhead. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
varied from 125 in Ellon District of Aberdeen, 123 in N orthern District of 
Ayr, 115 in Annan District of Dumfries, and 111 in Elgin District of 
Elgin and in Ayr District of Ayr, to 13 in County District of Sutherland, 
24 in Central District of Perth, and 30 in Central District of Stirling. 
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The infantile mortality rate of the quarter in England and Wales was. 
"9 which is 10 less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 15,024 deaths registered during the quarter, 1339, or 8-9 per 
cent., were ascribed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 38 from enteric fever, 209 from measles, 117 from scarlet 
fever, 156 from whooping-cough, 144 from diphtheria, and 675 from the 
diarrhceas of childhood. Collectively these deaths are 121 fewer than in 
the previous quarter, and 483 fewer than in the third quarter of last year. 
Compared with the number in the previous quarter, deaths from measles are 
391 fewer, from whooping-cough 126 fewer, from scarlet fever 29 fewer, 
and from diphtheria 22 fewer, but those from enteric fever are 11 more, 
and those from the diarrhoeas of childhood are 436 more. 

The quarterly death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases was 11 per 
thousand, which is 0:1 less than that of the previous quarter, and 04 less 
than that of the third quarter of last year. The quarterly death-rate 
from enteric fever was 3 per 100,000; from measles, 17; from scarlet 
fever, 10; from whooping-cough, 13; from diphtheria, 12 ; and from the 
diarrhceas of childhood, 56. | 

In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate from these epidemic 
diseases varied from 1°7 per 1000 in Lanark, 1°5 in Dumbarton, 1:4 in 
Nairn, and 1°3 in Renfrew, to 0 in Peebles and in Kinross, 0:1 in Roxburgh, 
and 0:2 in Selkirk and in Sutherland. In the larger burghs this rate 
ranged from 1°8 in Glasgow and in Leith, 1:7 in Clydekank, and 1°6 in 
Greenock, to 0-4 in Perth, 0°5 in Kilmarnock, and 0°6 in Aberdeen, in 
Edinburgh, and in Kirkcaldy. In burghs with populations of from 10,000 
to 30,000 relatively high epidemic diseases death-rates occurred in 
Irvine (3:2), in Stirling (2°8), in Port-Glasgow (2°4), in Dumbarton (2'2), and 
in Dumfries (2'1).° County districts with populations of over 10,000 in 
which this rate was relatively high were Middle Ward District of Lanark 
(2'1), Ayr District of Ayr (1°8), Eastern District of Dumbarton (1°6), Mid- 
Ross District of Ross and Cromarty (1:5), and Western District of 
Dumbarton (1°5). f 
_ Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than those named above 
include 4 from typhus fever, 24 from influenza, 20 from erysipelas, and 
41 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1669, and 
constituted 11:1 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter. These deaths 
are 604 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 3 fewer than in the third 
quarter of last year. They are equal to an annual death-rate of 138 per 
100,000, which is 52 less than in the previous quarter, and 1 less than in 
the third quarter of last year. These deaths included 1061 from phthisis, 
220 from tuberculous meningitis, 194 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 194 
others. Compared with the number in the previous quarter, deaths from 
phthisis are 492 fewer, from tuberculous meningitis 40 fewer, and from 
abdominal tuberculosis 24 fewer. The quarterly death-rate from phthisis 
was 38 per 100,000; from tuberculous meningitis, 18; and from abdominal 
tuberculosis, 16. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1341, constituted 8°9 per cent 
of the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 111 per 100,000. These 
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deaths are 21 more than in the previous quarter, but 49 fewer than in the 
third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1060, and from heart disease 1534, 
the former being 99, and the latter 302, less than in the previous quarter. 
Deaths from pneumonia numbered 715, constituted 4°8 per cent. of 
the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 59 per 100,000. They are 
737 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 182 fewer than in the 
third quarter of last year. Deaths. from bronchitis numbered 562, 
constituted 3°7 per cent. of the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 46 
per 100,000. They are 575 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 24 
fewer than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
~ Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
139; they are 7 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 12 fewer than in 
the third quarter of last year. Births during the quarter numbered 
27,150, and these deaths are equal to a death-rate of 5-1 per 1000 
registered births. This rate is 0°2 more than in the previous quarter, but 
0°5 less than in the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 848, constituted 5:6 per 
cent. of the total, and equal an annual death-rate of 70 per 100,000. They 
are 87 more than in the previous quarter, but 8 fewer than in the third 
quarter of last year. Of these deaths 67 were attributed to suicide, 10 to 
homicide, 97 to war injuries, and 674 to accident. 

Deaths of which the cause was ill-defined numbered 248, while 
deaths of which the cause was not specified, or merely specified as due to 
natural causes, numbered 94. The former included 174 attributed to heart 
failure, 38 to syncope, 6 to dropsy, 4 to “ sudden death,” 2 to teething, and 
24 others.

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PRELIMINARY STATEMENT REGARDING THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 
SCOTLAND tn THE YEAR 1916. 


THis report deals more especially with the statistics for the fourth 
quarter of the year 1916, but as a complete summary of the more 
important facts for the entire year is now available, a short preliminary 
statement regarding them is given. A full report on the vital statistics 
for the year will be published a few months hence in the Annual Report. 
The figures here given are an amended summary of those published in 
the Quarterly Returns, and are only provisional. They will be superseded 
by those appearing in the Annual Report, but may be accepted as sub- 
stantially correct. 

‘During the year 1916 the births of 109,935 living children, the deaths 
of 70,642 persons, ani 31,479 marriages were registered in Scotland. 
Compared with the returus for the previous year births are 4246 fewer, 
deaths are 10,989 fewer, and marriages are 4793 fewer. Compared with 
the average numbers registered annually during the preceding five years, . 
births are 10,719 fewer, deaths are 3824 fewer, and marriages are 2386 
fewer. Compared with the average numbers registered annually during 
_ the preceding ten years, births are 14,486 fewer, deaths are 4358 fewer, 
and marriages are 1359 fewer. The births registered are fewer than in 
any year since 1863, and are 23,590 fewer than in 1903, when births 
registered attained a maximum. ‘The deaths registered are fewer than in 
any year since 1868. The marriages registered are fewer than in any year 
since 1910. 

The natural increase for the year, the excess of births over deaths, 
amounted to 39,293. It is 6743 more than that for the previous year, but 
is 6891 less than the mean of those for the preceding five years, and 10,528 
less than the mean of those for the preceding ten years. With the 
exception of the year 1915, it is the smallest for any year since 1869. The 
birth-rate for the year was 22°8 per thousand, which is 1:1 below that for 
the previous year, 2°6 less than the mean of the rates for the preceding 
five years, and 3°7 below the mean of those for the preceding ten years. 
It is the lowest annual Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, being 12:8 below 
that for the year 1876, when the Scottish birth-rate attained its maximum. 

The marriage-rate for the year was 6:5 per thousand. It is 1'1 below 
that for the previous year, 0°6 below the mean of the rates for the pre- 
ceding five years, and 05 below the mean of those for the preceding ten 
years. It is the lowest marriage-rate for any year since 1910. 

The death-rate for the year was 14°6 per thousand. Itis 2:5 below 
that for the previous year, 1:1 below the mean of the rates for the five 
preceding years, and 1:3 below the mean of those for the preceding ten 
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years. It is the lowest death-rate ever recorded for Scotland, being 0°5 
below that for 1911, which was the lowest previously recorded. 

By comparison with the figures for the previous year, it is found that 
the decline in the number of deaths has been principally due to a decline 
in the numbers of those of children of less than five years old, the decline 
being 3767, or 2671 per cent., for children of less than one year old, and 
92483, or 27-2 per cent., for children of from one to five years of age. The 
decline, however, is common to all age-groups. In comparing the number 
of deaths from specific causes, or from grouped causes, with those of the 
previous year, decreases are found in nearly all groups. Deaths from the 
principal epidemic diseases are found to be 3231 fewer than in the 
previous year, those from whooping-cough accounting for 2102 of this 
decrease, and those from measles for 618. Deaths from pneumonia are 
2150 fewer than in that year, and those from bronchitis are 2018 fewer. 

The infantile mortality rate for the year was 97 per thousand registered 
births. This rate is 29 below that for 1915, 16 below the mean of those 
rates for the preceding five years, and the same amount below the mean of 
those for the preceding ten years. It is 9 less than the previous lowest 
infantile mortality rate recorded in Scotland, that for 1912, and this is the 
first time that this rate has fallen below 100. 

The death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases was 1:1 per 
thousand, being 0°7 below that for the previous year and 04 below that 
for 1914. The death-rate from enteric fever was 3 per 100,000; from 
measles, 33; from scarlet fever, 12; from whooping-cough, 15; from 
diphtheria, 17 ; and from the diarrhceas of childhood, 34. 

The death-rate from all forms of tuberculous disease was 1°6 per 
thousand, that from phthisis being 1-1. Both of these rates are the same 
as in 1915. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate was 23:2, and 
the death-rate 14°9. In the smaller burghs taken collectively the birth- 
rate was 21°8, and the death-rate 15-0. In the county districts taken 
collectively the birth-rate was 22°8, and the death-rate 13°8. Compared 
with the rates for 1915, the birth-rate in the larger burghs is 1:0 less, in 
the smaller burghs 1:2 less, and in the county districts 1:0 less, while 
the death-rate in the larger burghs is 3:1 less, in the smaller burghs 2:1 
less, and in the county districts 1°4 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate ranged from 
30°3 in Motherwell, 29:2 in Greenock, and 28°7 in Clydebank, to 17°d in 
Kdinburgh, 18°5 in Perth, and 19°8 in Kirkcaldy. In Hamilton it was 28:0; 
in Coatbridge, 27°6; in Glasgow, 24°8; in Kilmarnock, 24°33; in Leith, 
23°2; in Falkirk, 22°4; in Paisley, 22:1; in Ayr, 21:6; in Aberdeen, 21:5; 
and in Dundee, 20°5. In these burghs the death-rate ranged from 17-1 in 
Greenock, 16°3 in Coatbridge, and 16-0 in Dundee, to 10°6 in Clydebank, 
114 in Motherwell, and 12°6 in Kirkcaldy and in Falkirk. In Paisley and 
in Perth it was 15:4; in Glasgow, 15°2; in Kilmarnock, 14°7; in 
Edinburgh, 14°6 ;‘in Aberdeen, 14:3; in Leith, 14:0; in Ayr, 13:9; and in 
Hamilton, 13°5. 

In the larger burghs the principal epidemic diseases death-rate ranged 
from 3°2 in Coatbridge, 2:0 in Kilmarnock, and 1-9 in Greenock, to 0°7 in 
Kirkcaldy and in Falkirk, and 0:8 in Edinburgh and in Perth. In these 
burghs the phthisis death-rate ranged from 1:4 in Dundee, in Greenock, 
and in Ayr, and 1:3 in Glasgow, to 0:7 in Motherwell and in Clydebank, 
0°8 in Kirkealdy, and 0°9 in Coatbridge and in Hamilton.

BIRTHS. 


The births of 25,509 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the fourth quarter of the year 1916. These births are 1634 fewer than 
registered in the previous quarter, and 80 fewer than registered in the 
fourth quarter of the previous year. They are 5268 less than the mean of 
the numbers registered in the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, 
and 4189 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding 
ten years. ‘The births of this quarter are less than those of any quarter 
since 1862. 

The birth-rate of the quarter was 21:0 per thousand. It is 1-4 less 
than that of the previous quarter, 0:2 less than that of the fourth quarter 
of last year, 5:1 less than the mean of the rates of the fourth quarters of 
the preceding five years, and 4:0 less than those of the fourth quarters of 
the preceding ten years. 

Of the 25,509 children registered, 12,968 were male, and 12,541 were 
female, the. ratio of male to female children being 103°4 to 100. In the 
previous quarter this ratio was 107-0 to 100, and in the corresponding quarter 
of last year 104°2 to 100. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
23°6 in the South-Western, and 20°6 in the North-Eastern, to 17:1 in the 








North-Western, and 176 in the Northern. 
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In the West-Midland it was 


90:3; in the East-Midland and in the South-Eastern 18°6 ; and in the 


Southern, 18°4.

In the counties, burghs included, the birth-rate for the quarter ranged 
from 26°7 in Linlithgow, 23-9 in Lanark, and 23:7 in Dumbarton, to 12:0 
in Peebles, 12°7 in Sutherland, and 13:2 in Bute. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively, that is, those with populations 
of over 30,000 at the Census of 1911, the birth-rate for the quarter was 
21'4, in the smaller burghs, 20:1, and in the county districts, 21:1. 
Compared with the rates for the previous quarter that of the‘larger burghs 
is 15 less, that of the smaller burghs is 1:1 less, and that of the county 
districts is 1°6 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 29-0 in 
Hamilton, 28°6 in Motherwell, and 28-3 in Greenock, to 15:2 in Ayr, 16-1 
in Perth, and 16°2in Edinburgh. In Glasgow it was 22°6; in Dundee, 
18°6 ; and in Aberdeen, 20:1. 

In burghs with censal populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this 
rate ranged from 32°1 in Irvine, 30:0 in Port-Glasgow, and 28-0 in Wishaw, 
to 13:9 in Grangemouth, 14:0 in Galashiels, and 15°8 in Arbroath.. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 34:0 in Bathgate District of Linhthgow, 31°7 in Annan District of 
Dumfries, and 29°5 in Middle District of Lanark, to 12:2 in Mid Ross 
District of Ross and Cromarty, and 12°6 in Suburban District of Mid- 
lothian and in St. Andrews District of Fife. 

Of the 51 county districts of this population, 8 had rates of under 15; 
L7 of over 15 but less than 20 ; 21 of over 20 but less than 25; 3 of over 
25 but less than 30; and 2 of over 30. 


Of the 25,509 children whose births were registered, 23,594, or 92°5 
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per cent., were legitimate, and 1915, or 75 per cent., were illegitimate. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, the legitimate births 
are 1585 less, and the illegitimate are 56 less. Compared with the number 
registered in the fourth quarter of 1915, the legitimate children are 307 
less, and the illegitimate children are 226 more. The illegitimate rate for 
the quarter is 0:2 above that for the previous quarter, and 0-9 above that 
for the fourth quarter of 1915. 

In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 11:5 in the 
North-Eastern, and 10°9 in the Southern, to 6:1 in the South-Western, and 
6:8 in the West-Midland. In the Northern it was 10°7; in the East- 
Midland, 8°4 ; in the South-Eastern, 8:2; and in the North-Western, 7°7. 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 15°9 in Peebles, 
14°6 in Wigtown, and 14:0 in Caithness, to 3'1 in Kinross, 3°8 in Linlithgow, 
and 4°5 in Renfrew. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 7-4; in the smaller 
burghs, 7°3; and in the county districts, 7°77. Compared with the rate for 
the previous quarter that of the larger burghs is 0°5 above, that of the 
smaller burghs is 0°4 above, but that of the county districts is 0-4 below. 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 15:0 in 
Perth, 10°9 in Ayr, and 10°5 in Edinburgh, to 4°3 in Motherwell, 5:1 in 
Greenock, and 5°6 in Clydebank and in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow it was 
6°8, in Dundee, 9:4, and in Aberdeen, 86. 

In burghs with populations of .between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 17:0 in Forfar, 12°8 in Montrose, and 12:7 in Inverness, to 1°3 
in Renfrew, 1:5 in Barrhead, and 3:4 in Cowdenbeath. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 24°6 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 23°8 in Keith District 
of Banff, and 22:2 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, to 0 in Western 
District of Perth, 2:1 in Central District of Perth, and 2-2 in Upper District 
of Renfrew. 

The average number of births registered daily in October was 294; 
in November, 270; and in December, 268. The monthly birth-rate was 
22°3 in October, 20°5 in November, and 20°3 in December. Compared 
with those for the year 1915 that for October is 0°9 above, for November 
0:2 below, and for December 1°3 below. . 


The quarterly birth-rate for England and Wales was 20°1, which is 0:9 
below that for Scotland. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 7474. 
They are 292 fewer than in the previous quarter, 1912 fewer than for 
the fourth quarter of 1915, 275 fewer than the mean of the numbers of the 
corresponding quarters of the preceding five years, and 600 fewer than 
those for the corresponding quarters of the last ten years. 

The marriage-rate for the quarter was 62 per thousand. It is 02 
below that of the previous quarter, 1-6 below that for the fourth quarter 
of 1915, 0°3 below the mean of the rates for the fourth quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 0:6 below those for the fourth quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate ranged 
from 82 in Midlothian, 7:7 in Dumfries, Rand 73 in Orkney, to 1-4 in 
Bute, 1:5 in Sutherland, and 3°5 in Kincardine. 

_ The quarterly marriage-rate in the larger burghs taken collectively was 
75 ; In the smaller burghs, 6:2; and in the county districts, 4:0. Compared 
with the rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 0-7 
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below, but that for the smaller burghs is the same, and that for the county 
districts is 0°3 above. 

The average number of marriages registered daily in October was 72 ; 
in November, 66; and in December, 105. The monthly marriage- -rate 
was 5°5 in October: 5°0 in November ; and 8°0 in December. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 17,835. 
They are 2809 more than in the previous quarter, but are 2461 fewer than 
in the fourth quarter of 1915, 877 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
for the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 796 fewer than 
the mean of those for the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. 

The death-rate for the quarter is 14°7 per thousand. It is 2°3 above 
that for the previous quarter, but 2:1 below that for the fourth quarter of 
1915, 1:2 below the mean of the rates for the fourth quarters of the pre- 
ceding five years, and 1:0 below the mean of those for the fourth quarters 
of the preceding ten years. With the exception of that for the fourth 
quarter of 1913, which was 146, this is the lowest death-rate ever 
recorded in Scotland for the fourth quarter of the year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly death-rate oe 
from 15°7 in the Southern, and 15:5 in the East-Midland, to 13:0 in the 
West-Midland, and 13:4 in the South-Eastern. In the Northern and in 
the North-Eastern it was 15°0; in the South-Western, 14°8; and in the 
North-Western, 14:6. 

In the counties this rate ranged from 17-9 in Forfar, 17-6.in Nairn, 
and 169 in Clackmannan, to 10°4 in Peebles, 11:0 in Selkirk, and 11°3 in 
Kinross. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 15:1; in the 
smaller burghs, 15:0; and in the county districts, 13°5. Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 2°5 above, 
for the smaller burghs 2°8 above ; and for the county districts 1°7 above. 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 19-1 
in Dundee, 16:1 in Kilmarnock, and 15°6 in Greenock, to 10°8 in Clyde- 
bank, 11°3 in Kirkealdy, and 11°5 in Ayr. In Glasgow it was 15°55 in 
Edinburgh, 143 ; and in Aberdeen, 15-2. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 23°5 in Johnstone, 20°2 in Montrose, and 19:1 in Inverness, 
to 9:4 in Bo'ness, 9°7 in Grangemouth, and 11°0 in Barrhead. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 20°7 in Annan District of Dumfries, 18:0 in Central District 
of Perth, and 16°6 in Turriff District of Aberdeen and in Highland District 
of Perth, to 8:4 in Western District of Stirling, 8°7 in Lower District of 
Renfrew, and 10°6 in Central District of Stirling. 

The average number of deaths registered daily in October was 173; in 
November, 184; and in December, 224. The monthly death-rate was 13°1 
in October, 14:0 in November, and 17:0 in December. 

The quarterly death-rate in England and Wales was 14°9, which is 0:2 
above the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 17,835 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 4169, or 23:4 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old, 7584, or 425 per cent., were persons of between five and sixty-five, 
and 6078, or 34:1 per cent. were over sixty-five. In 4 instances the 
age at death was not recorded. Compared with the numbers for the 
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previous quarter, deaths of children of under five are 387 more; those of 
persons of from five to sixty-five are 925 more; and those of persons of 
over sixty-five are 1501 more. Compared with the numbers for the fourth 
quarter of last year, those of children of under five are 1244 less, those 
of persons of from five to sixty-five are 849 less, and those of persons of over 
sixty-five are 371 less. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2784. They are 
359 more than in the previous quarter, but 591 fewer than in the fourth 
quarter of 1915. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate of 109 per 
thousand registered births, which is 20 more than in the previous quarter, 
but 23 less than in the fourth quarter of 1915. 

In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 119 in the South 
Western and 117 in the East-Midland, to 67 in the North-Western and 
75 in the Southern. In the South-Eastern it was 106, in the West- 
Midland 96, in the North-Eastern 93, and in the Northern 77. 

In the counties this rate ranged from 164 in Forfar, 126 in Lanark, 
and 119 in Orkney, to 31 in Kinross, 48 in Argyll, and 50 in Shetland. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 126, in the 
smaller burghs 100, and in the county districts 89. Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 26 more, in the 
smaller burghs 17 more, and in the county districts 13 more. 

In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 210 in 
Dundee, 146 in Coatbridge, and 133 in Ayr, to 61 in Perth, 65 in 
Kilmarnock, and 70 in Falkirk. In Glasgow it was 129; in Edinburgh, 
123 ; and in Aberdeen, 107. 

In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 231 in Johnstone, 203 in Inverness, and 145 in Fraserburgh, to 24 in 
Forfar, 44 in Hawick, and 53 in Bo’ness. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 152 in Eastern District of Dumbarton, 140 in Turriff District 
of Aberdeen, and 136 in Middle District of Lanark, to 0 in Skye District 
of Inverness, in Lower District of Renfrew, and in Keith District of Banff. 

The infantile mortality rate for the quarter in England and Wales was 
99, which is 10 below the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 

Of the 17,835 deaths registered during the quarter, 1150, or 6-4 per 
cent., were ascribed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 48 from enteric fever, 201 from measles, 122 from scarlet 
fever, 113 from whooping-cough, 203 from diphtheria and croup, and 463 
from the diarrhoeas of childhood. Collectively these deaths are 189 fewer 
than in the previous quarter, and 634 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 
1915. Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths from the 
eres of childhood are 212 fewer, from whooping-cough 45 fewer, and 
rom measles 8 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 5 more, from enteric 
fever 10 more, and from diphtheria and croup 59 more.

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‘Yn the larger burghs this rate ranged from 3:3 in Dundee, 2°6 in 
Kilmarnock, and 1:4 in Coatbridge, to 0°3 in Kirkcaldy, 0-4 in Falkirk, 
and 0°6 in Ayr. In Glasgow it was 1:0, in Edinburgh 0:8, and in 
Averdeen 0°9. 

In burghs with populations of from 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 3:8 in Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven, 2°6 in Peterhead, and 2:0 
in Johnstone, to 0 in Kirkintilloch, in Hawick, and in Forfar. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 1:9 in Northern District. of Ayr, and 1:7 in Highland District of Perth 
aud in Eastern District of Dumbarton, to 0 in seven districts, 

Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the above included 
3 from typhus fever, 2 from malaria, 1 from small-pox (being a death on 
board ship), 30 from erysipelas, and 33 from cerebro- spinal meningitis. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1691, and 
constituted 9°5 per cent. of the total deaths These deaths are 22 more 
than in the previous quarter, but 133 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 
1915. They are equal to an annual death-rate of 140 per 100,000, which 
ig 2 more than in the previous quarter, but 11 fewer than in the fourth 
quarter of 1915. These deaths included 1146 from phthisis, 180 from 
tuberculous meningitis, 178 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 187 others. 
Compared with the number for the previous quarter, deaths from phthisis 
are 85 more, from tuberculous meningitis 40 less, and from abdominal 
tuberc losis 16 less, and from other forms of tuberculosis 7 less. The 
quar erly death-rate from phthisis was 95 per 100,000; from tuberculous 
meningitis. 15; ad from abdominal tuberculosis, 15. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1432, constituted 8-0 per cent. 
of the total deaths, and are equal to an annual death-rate of 118 per 
100,000. These deaths are 91 more than in the previous quarter, and 120 
more than in the fourth quarter of 1915, 

Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1267, and from heart disease 1804, 
the former being 207, and the latter 270, more than in the previous 
quarter. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1524, constituted 8°5 per cent. of 
the total, and are equal to an annual rate of 126 per 100,000. They are 
809 more than in the previous quarter, but 357 fewer than in the 
fourth quarter of 1915. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1368, con- 
stituted 7-7 per cent. of the total, and are equal to a death-rate of 113 per 
100,000. They are 806 more than in the previous quarter, but 545 fewer 
than in the fourth quarter of 19105. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
137; they are 2 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 42 fewer than in 
the fourth quarter of 1915. Births during the quarter numbered 25,509, 
and these deaths are equal to a death-rate of 54 per 1000 regis: ered 
births. This rate is 0°3 above that for the previous quarter, but 1°6 below 
that for the fourth quarter of 1915. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 871, constituted 4:9 per 
cent. of the total, and aré equal toa death-raie of 72 per 100,000. They 
are 23 more than in the previous quarter, and 7 more than in the fourth 
ag of 1915. Of these deaths 46 were attributed to suicide, 4 to 
homicide, 72 to war injuries, and 749 to accident. 

Deaths of which the cause was ill-defined numbered 329, while 
deaths of which the cause was not specified, or merely specified as due to 
natural causes, numbered 120. The former included 220 from heart failure, 
59 from syncope, 8 from sudden death, not otherwise defined, 7 from 
_ dropsy, 3 from teething, and 32 others.
